Headquarters, Heidelberg, Germany, will be the Army’s “baby” general. He is 
42 years of age, two years younger than Brig. Gen. Frederick Weyand, Year Group 
’41, who will become Deputy Chief of Army Information on 1 April. 

General Throckmorton, 48, who is Secretary of the Army General Staff, is 
two years older than Maj. Gen. William C. Westmoreland, U. S. Military Academy 
Superintendent, and Maj. Gen. Creighton Abrams, CG of the 3d Armored Division 
in Germany, who with Maj, Gen. John H. Michaelis, 48, are all members of the 
USMA ’36 class.

Army’s View On Military Strategy? 


HAT does the Army believe to be “the 

strength necessary to meet the challenge of the Sixties?’ A forceful 
and authoritative response—one of the most explicit statements by a top 
Army official on this problem during recent months—was made 6 February 
by General Clyde D. Eddleman, Vice CofS, in an address to the Mid-Winter 
Conference of the Veterans of Foreign Wars in Washington, D. C. 

“In developing a military strategy,” said General Eddleman, “our over- 
all military objective should be to achieve an adequate capability to meet 
any kind of military threat which might be offered, thus tending to neutralize 
the effect of military power as an umbrella under which our foes could 
undertake various moves to extend their power. 

“Such a military posture,” the Vice CofS stated, “should inspire confi- 
dence in the Free World and in the uncommitted areas and provide the 
power base to support flexible courses of action in the political area. 

“Generally, this military posture should have three indispensable ele- 
ments.” These elements, as viewed by General Eddleman, are reported on 
the back page.

When Secretary McNamara completes his organizational survey of the Penta- 
gon this month and confers with President Kennedy on changes in the Defense 
structure, any steps requiring legislation will be weighed carefully against the 
views of Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga) of the House Armed Services Committee. 
Don’t be surprised if Vinson (who was asked to the White House this week for 
a talk with the President) is called there again for consultation before a Pentagon 
Reorganization plan is presented to Congress. The powerful House Chairman has 
long been unalterably opposed to any move which would create a single Chief 
of Staff for the Armed Forces (such as that recommended in the Symington 
Report) and the House historically follows his lead. 

Even if McNamara and the President agree that such a step is desirable they

NATO “Winter Shield II” Test Hailed As A Success; Lt. Gen. Davidson Says 
Allied Soldiers Are Superior To Communist Troops Behind Iron Curtain 


VILSECK, GERMANY 

ORE than 60,000 troops from the 

U. S, Germeny, and France have 

demonstrated that they are more than 

capable of doing their job—defending 
Western Europe. 

Most of them are new to the rough 
winter of Germany, but all are perform 
ing with zest and ability their roles in 
Exercise Winter Shield IL Two-thirds of 
the Fourth Armored Division, for exam- 
ple, are troops which arrived here from 
the ZI shortly before Christmas. 

Each man here, says Exercise Director 
Lt. Gen. Garrison Davidson, is “more 
than a match” for his counterpart on 
the other side of the Iron Curtain. 

Directing the operation from 2 to 8 
February, General Davidson was assisted 
by his Seventh Army CofS, Maj. Gen. 
R. L. Howze, jr. 

The maneuver, plotted against the 
background of a simulated crossing of 
the Iron Curtain by Aggressor troops, 
showed that the Seventh Army and other 
U. S., German and French Army units 
are not a mere tripwire, eapable only of 
sounding the alarm and delaying for a 
short period potential aggressors. 

Leading NATO Forees against the Ag- 
gressors was Lt. Gen, Frederick J. 
Brown, USA, V Corps Commander. He 
was opposed by Aggressor Leader Lt. 
Gen. John C. Oakes, VII Corps Com- 
mander.

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Death of Overseas Family Ban A Boost To Morale 


President Kennedy’s action in cancelling the restrictions on the num- 
ber of Service family members abroad, as reported in last week’s 
JOURNAL, will bring about a healthy rebound of Service morale, which 
had suffered badly under the prospect of wholesale family separations. 

The new gold dollar savings plan laid before Congress by the Presi- 
dent greatly broadens the base of this program. While the family ban 
was killed, Service personnel will still be expected to contribute their 
share to stop the flow of U. S. currency abroad. There will be a limita- 
tion on expenditures by military personnel overseas for tourism and for 
the purchase of durable consumer goods. Defense Secretary Robert S. 
McNamara suggests that each military individual overseas spend $80 
per year less on foreign goods than the average for previous years. One 
way to bring this about, he said, is by buying fewer foreign cars. 

Further savings will be made in the logistic support of U. S. forces 
abroad, such as in the combined use of facilities with our allies. 

The President’s understanding of the Services was evidenced in that 
part of his message to Congress where he said: “It has become clear 
that the present limitations on dependents was not the best way to ac- 
complish this savings, and that this limitation was seriously hurting 
morale and recruitment in the Armed Forces.” 

The President may be assured that fhe Americans in uniform and 
the members of their families abroad will support to the utmost his 
efforts to stem the outflow of gold and support the economy of the 
homefront. 


Secretary McNamara’s First Press Conference 


Secretary of Defense Robert S. McNamara, with the skilled aid of 
the Assistant Secretary for Public Affairs, Mr. Arthur Sylvester, got off 
to an auspicious start with the Washington press corps at his first news 
conference, 2 February. With the largest attendance ever recorded at a 
Defense Department press meeting, the new Secretary opened with a 
series of important news announcements and then replied to questions 
in a thoroughly professional manner, not sidestepping any except those 
which he properly said were in the Presidential area. 

The speed with which the new Secretary operates was demonstrated 
in his announcement that the proposed increase in airlift capacity, re- 
vealed only three days previously in the President’s State of the Union 
message, was already being implemented. At a total cost of $170 million, 
30 Boeing C-135 jet transports and 23 Lockheed C-130E turboprops will 
begin coming into the MATS inventory by July. An acceleration of the 
Polaris submarine program will bring several of them into commission 
9 to 10 months earlier than previously planned. 


There seemed to be a clear indication that while no major reorganiza- 
tion of the Department will be undertaken at this time, such reorganization 
is in the works and will come later. Already, Mr. McNamara (as fore- 
cast in last week’s JOURNAL) has dropped two of the Assistant Secretary- 
ships, those for Properties and Installations and Health and Medical. The 
remaining number of Presidential appointees reporting to him—13—is, 
he said, “still far too many,” thus implying that there will be further 
reduction. Futhermore, the Secretary has established an Office of Man- 
agement Planning and Organizational Studies. This office, he explained, 
will study “in great detail” both major and minor organizational changes. 
Such changes, he declared, ‘can and should be made in any organization 
as it develops and changes to meet the changes in its operating conditions.’ 

Mr. McNamara also took occasion to explain that the studies being 
made, at President Kennedy’s direction, are being handled by his civilian 
assistants, but they are working with representatives of the Services and 
the Joint Staff. This reference to Service participation in the studies was 
obviously designed to set at rest some of the concern that the military pro- 
fessionals are being ignored in these most vital and critical reappraisals. 





A most heartening announcement was Secretary McNamara’s revela- 
tion that he plans to set up additional press conferences with the Deputy 
Secretary and with the three Service Secretaries—something that was 
missing in the previous Administration and which deprived the Services of 
an effective voice and the public of vital information. We hope he carries 
out these plans. 

We congratulate Secretary McNamara and

frequent news conferences of this caliber at the Pentagon in the weeks 
and months ahead.

The number one need of Seventh Army forces participating in “Ex 
ercise Winter Shield II” here is better vision on the battlefield. Our front- 
line NATO force, the Seventh has powerful conventional and atomic fire- 
power to destroy potential military targets. 

To use this firepower effectively, however, it must find enemy targets 
near its lines and deep in the territory of potential aggressors. For this 
it needs eyes, drone surveillance equipment of advanced design, more 
effective ground-based radar, and swifter ways to process surveillance in- 
formation. Much progress has been made. The University of Michigan 
developed airborne side-looking radar is a big step. At Ft. Huachuca, Ariz., 
and Ft. Monmouth, N. J., Signal Corps specialists are sparing no effort 
to speed the delivery of new and better equipment to the field. 

But despite all that has been done, Seventh Army is in some ways 
“blind.” Ground-based radar is limited and unable to portray action one 
valley away. Airborne surveillance potential is time-consuming and pro- 
vides information only after four to 24 hours. 

Much can and must be done immediately to remedy this Achilles 
Heel, not only in Seventh Army, but in the Eighth Army in Korea and in 
all our fighting forces. We trust that, when they are fully apprised of 
the situation, President Kennedy and SecDef McNamara will do all in 
their power to give our Fighting Forces the best eyes possible.

POLICY. Request for voluntary retirement 
received from officers with 20 or more years’ 
active service will be considered on a basis 


of the overall needs of the service and the | 


merits of the individual case. 

CRITERIA. a. In applying this policy, fa- 
vorable consideration will normally be given 
to individuals whose case is covered by one 
or more of the following criteria: 

(1) Officers, other than flag and general of- 
ficers, with 30 years’ active service. 

(2) Flag and general officers with 30 years’ 
active service and with at least 5 years’ serv- 
ice as a flag or general officer. 

(3) Captains and colonels with at least 4 
years’ service in grade. 

(4) Officers who have twice failed selection 
for promotion. 

(5) Officers whose assignability is limited, 
such as those who are manifestly over age 
in grade, whose general health has deteri- 
orated, or whose continued service is not, 
due to conditions beyond their control, clearly 
consistent with the interest of national secu- 
rity. 

(6) Officers having hardship of a compas- 
sionate or unusual financial nature where re-~ 
tirement would definitely alleviate serious 
personnel problems. 

b. Also, consideration will be given to re- 
quests for retirement by officers who do not 
meet any of the above criteria, and approval 
may be given under circumstances that are 
clearly not contrary to the best interests of 
the service. 

SUBMISSION OF REQUESTS. Any perma- 
nent or temporary officer of the Regular Navy 
or Marine Corps who qualifies in accordance 
with reference (a) or (b) is eligible to sub- 
mit a request for voluntary retirement. Re- 
quests for voluntary retirement shall be ad- 
dressed to the Secretary of the Navy and 
shall be forwarded via the chain of com- 
mand and the Chief of Naval Personnel or 
the Commandant of the Marine Corps, as 
applicable. Some officers may conceive it to 
be in their best interests to submit a volun- 
tary retirement request contingent in some 
manner on other administrative procedures, 
such as the action of a ‘‘continuation board.” 
Such requests, however, only serve to confuse 
the issue and delay processing beyond that

AF Awaits Army, Navy, DoD O.K. On Field Grade Increases 


. Air Force is hopeful it will receive a Pentagon go- 
ahead by the end of February to press its legislative re- 
quest for action which would add 5600 field grade officer 
billets. 


The plan is now being coordinated with the Army and 
Navy. 
Unless Congress takes action during this session, Air 


Force promotion prospects, as reported in detail in last week’s 
issue of THE JOURNAL, are to be dim. 

Some selections to temporary major, which were announced 
at the end of 1960, will not be implemented as promotions 
until fiscal ’63 under present restrictions. 

The Air Force proposal to amend the Officer Grade Limi- 
tation Act is based on one of the 21 recommendations made 
by the Bolté Committee. The Air Force was given permission 
to move independently on the OGLA revision while the re- 
mainder of the Bolté Report is under consideration by the 
Services. 

At the inception of the OGLA, the Air

The recommendation in the above table would give USAF 
1,600 additional Colonels, 4,800 more Lieutenant Colonels, and 
800 less Majors. The net increase would total 5,600 field grade 
slots for USAF. 


The decrease of 800 majors is not as serious as it might 
appear. It is offset by field grade promotions up the entire 
line that will open up billets for majors. Futhermore, Public 
Law allows use of unfilled vacancies in the grades of colonel 
and lieutenant colonel to be applied against the authorization 
in the grade of major. 

In 1958, the Air Force asked for relief from the grade ceil- 
ings imposed by the OGLA, The proposal was subsequently 
modified. Congress gave temporary relief, allowing the Air 
Force to exceed its authorized strength in majors by 3,000 
in 1959, pending a review within two years of the officer 
grade structure for all the services, This temporary legis- 
lation expires 30 June 1961, and the promised study of over- 
all service grade structures was part of the work recently 
made public by the Bolté Committee. 

“Without Congressional relief, there can be no temporary 
promotion programs in the foreseeable future above the 
grade of captain,” Air Force officials said. The Air Force 
wants Congressional approval to increase field grade officer 
strength to higher Army and Navy levels before the excess 
majors proviso expires this June.

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CONGRESS WILL WANT ASSURANCE, and 
Secretary of Defense McNamara recognizes this 
need, that the civilian-led “Task Force” actions 
now underway at the Pentagon to review fiscal 
’62 programs as part of an overall strategy and 
weapons reappraisal will not undercut the stature 
of the JCS as principal military advisers to the 
Secretary and the President. Members of the 
Armed Services and Appropriations Committees 
will want to be assured that the statutory obliga- 
tions of the JCS are not being threatened. 


SECRETARY McNAMARA WILL BE ABLE 
to tell the legislators, when he appears on Capitol 
Hill during “Posture” and “Budget” hearings, 
that he and his Deputy, Roswell L. Gilpatric, 
have been meeting frequently with the Chiefs to 
obtain their counsel. The point also will be made 
that the Chiefs are deliberating in the “Task 
Force” studies at all stages. Significent too is the 
fact that President Kennedy already has met 
twice with the Chiefs at the White House. 


NONETHELESS IT CAN BE STATED that 
questions will be raised at the Capitol as to why 
for example, the new DoD Comptroller, Charles 
J. Hitch, formerly with the Rand Corporation, 
was chosen to direct the study on strategic weap- 
ons systems. In the past, Congress has expressed 
concern when a budget man became too heavily 
involved in such decisive areas. Secretary Mc- 
Namara is aware of this Congressional concern, 
and is prepared to discuss the techniques of the 
studies in detail when he testifies on the Hill. 


DEPUTY SECRETARY GILPATRIC, proba- 
bly more than any of his predecessors, has been 
identified to the Services and to the Public as a 
“full working partner” of the Secretary of De- 
fense. Secretary McNamara emphasized at his 
first news conference (see Page 1) that he in- 
tended for Mr. Gilpatric to meet with newsmen 
on periodic occasions in the future. Several times 
during the Q&A, Secretary McNamara made it 
a point to refer to the work of Mr. Gilpatric, a 
former AF Under Secretary and member of the 
Symington Committee. When Secretary McNam- 
ara made his first visit to SAC Headquarters at 
Offutt AFB, Nebr., over the past weekend, Dep- 
uty Secretary Gilpatric accompanied him. 


DECORATED WITH THE GOLD 
MEDAL OF MERIT by the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars on 7 February, General Ly- 
man L. Lemnitzer, JCS Chairman, promised 
that the award is one piece of gold that 
won't go out of the country. 


AIR FORCE SECRETARY Eugene Zuckert, 
in his first public address since taking office, 
told an Air Force Association 15th Anniversary 
Dinner celebration in Washington, D. C., last 
week that action must be taken to prevent “juris- 
dictional struggles” at the Pentagon. The Secre- 
tary, in a carefully prepared speech that could 
draw no criticism from any quarter, gave no 
insight into how he would check inter-Service 
difficulties. He did not mention that the AFA 
at its 1960 annual convention in San Francisco 
issued a strongly-worded manifesto which called 
for a single Service and a single CofS. 


ARMY SECRETARY Elvis J. Stahr, jr., was 
an honored guest at the AFA festivities. Con- 
spicuously absent was any Navy representation. 
AFA officials said that Secretary of the Navy 
John B. Connally, jr., had been invited. Scores 
of people who had intended to join in the birth- 
day celebration were grounded at airports 
throughout the Nation by bad weather. Although 
Washington itself was rocked by a snowstorm, 
the Birthday Dinner last Thursday drew a sur- 
prisingly large attendance, as was the case the 
Thursday before when another snowstorm threat- 
ened the success of the annual Forrestal Dinner 
of the National Security Industrial Association. 


CIVIL DEFENSE MISSIONS are being talked 
about more openly by military leaders than at 
any time in the past. The previous concern has 
been—and it continues—that, with budgets and 
manpower limited, the Services, particularly the 
Army, would be handicapped in fulfilling combat 
missions if forced to assume heavy civil defense 
obligations. In what is certainly a major decla- 
ration of Army strategy thinking, General C. D. 
Eddleman, Vice CofS, told the VFW (see 
Page 1): “The second part of our effort in inter- 
continental defense” (he cited the Nike mis- 
siles, including the Nike Zeus as the first) “is 
planning for participation in civil defense.” Gen- 
eral Eddleman quickly stated that the Army 
“considers its primary mission to be ready to 
fight the land war,” then added: “There is no 
doubt in my mind that all of the military services 
will be called upon to make a contribution to 
the recovery effort in the event of a thermo- 
nuclear attack on the United States.” 


THE WORDS “RECOVERY EFFORT” are 
the key to the increased participation of Active, 
National Guard and Reserve units of the Army 
and Air Force in civil defense. In recent months, 
Guard leaders have pointed to the military as- 
pects of “recovery missions” and have formu- 
lated plans for increased participation in this 
area. There has been a widespread feeling that 
recovery and/or civil defense preparations would 
have been much further along had the Services 
been able, or been required, some years ago to 
make “a major contribution,” such as foreseen 
by General Eddleman. 


NINE ARMY GENERALS, 45 colonels and 
168 lieutenant colonels are receiving flight 
pay.

LT. GEN. ARTHUR G. TRUDEAU, Army

actions affecting key R&D people—“and this in- 
cludes efficiency reports,” the general notes— 
are now under the R&D Chief. He said this week 
that there has been increased emphasis on tech- 
nical intelligence activities, and noted that the 
new structure has strengthened long-range plan- 
ning. General Trudeau said that DCSOPS “is 
establishing a small, very long-range, forecast- 
ing element to view the future within a minimal 
time frame of 10 to 20 years in order to take 
advantage of the over-all capability of present- 
day scientific projection.” 


FRENCH AIR SUPPORT cannot be used to 
back up NATO Forces at Exercise Winter 
Shield II in Germany. The reason: French and 
U. S. communications equipment to link up the 
planes and ground air controllers are not com- 
patable. 


AIR DEFENSE COMMAND’S Vice Command- 
er, Lt. Gen. Robert M. Lee, will step up to the 
commander’s spot with the retirement of Lt. Gen. 
Joseph H. Atkinson. Meanwhile, Maj. Gen. Ern- 
est Moore, commander of the Third Air Force in 
England, has been ordered to report at Ent AFB, 
Colo., 1 April for duty as Acting Vice Command- 
er ADC. General Moore’s Deputy Commander, 
Maj. Gen. J. H. Ives, takes command of the Third 
AF. 


SERVICE PEOPLE WILL BE CURIOUS to 
learn if Defense officials will seek to obtain for 
military personnel the new bonus payments— 
up to $1800 per year—which will go to Foreign 
Service officers who master and maintain pro- 
ficiency in foreign languages. A Foreign Service 
Officer who learns Arabic will receive $750 for 
its use and $375 a year for maintaining pro- 
ficiency. An Armed Forces officer or enlisted 
man receives nothing for learning a foreign lan- 
guage and an equal amount for maintaining his 
proficiency in it. 


LIVENING THE WALLOW of the Miiltary 
Order of the Carabao in Washington 4 February 
was a sparkling speech by General Carlos P. 
Romulo, Ambassador from the Philippines. He 
drew a hearty laugh and great applause when he 
announced that his speech “had been cleared 
by Admiral Burke.” Joining in the laughter were 
CNO Burke and White House Press Secretary 
Pierre Salinger, who sat next to him at the head 
table. 


NAVY DAY, 27 October, has been set tenta- 
tively as the date for commissioning the car- 
rier Constellation, which was ravaged by fire 
19 December. Her prospective skipper, Capt. 
Joseph Walker, will head a nucleus crew of 
40 officers and 175 enlisted men who will 
remain with the Constellation while repairs 
are made. 


M/G JEAN E. ENGLER, an Ordnance Corps 
officer who is Deputy CofS, Logistics, Continen- 
tal Army Command, Ft. Monroe, Va., will be- 
come U. S. Army Japan CG in May. He will 
succeed Maj. Gen. David H. Tulley, an Engi- 
neer, who retires. In another star shift, newly 
promoted Brig. Gen. Joe S. Lawrie, who had 
been Military Assistant to former Secretary of 
the Army Wilber M. Brucker, will report next 
month to the 10ist Airborne Division at Ft. 
Campbell, Ky. 


PROFICIENCY PAY FOR GERMAN SOL- 
DIERS is favored by Defense Minister F. J. 
Strauss. He believes a way should be found to 
give technical specialists in the lower enlisted 
grades more money. Minister Strauss notes that 
a booming economy has adversely affected the 
number of volunteers who join the West German 
Army. An ideal mix, he says, is 55 per cent 
4-12-year volunteers, and 45 per cent one-year 
draftees. Actual composition of the Army is 
exactly the opposite. 


THE AIR FORCE HAS SCORED its safest 
flying year in history, with a major accident rate 
of 5.7 per 100,000 flying hours, compared with 
8.2 in ’59. Flying 7.3 million hours in ’60, the 
Air Force had 425 major accidents—672 the 
year before—with fatal accidents dropping from 
184 to 110. During °59, the Air Force had 194 
pilot fatalities and 375 total military and civil- 
ian fatalities; the comparative figure for last 
year are 125 and 274. For the second consecu- 
tive year, MATS operated without a single pas- 
senger fatality (see Page 20). 


GENERAL I. D. WHITE, who as U. S. Army 
Pacific CinC heads a command covering 12 mil- 
lion square miles of land area embracing 21 
countries, will retire 1 April after 38 years’ 
service. A crack horseman and pioneer armor 
officer, General White, 59, is a Norwich Uni- 
versity graduate. He holds a distinction among 
senior officers in the Services of having served 
almost his entire career as a troop commander. 
General and Mrs. White will reside in Honolulu 
after retirement.

New Gold Dollar 


HE following is the full text of the 

Military Expenditures’ portion of 
President Kennedy’s message to Con- 
gress on 6 February concerning balance 
of payments abroad: 

“National security expenditures abroad 
constitute one of the largest items in 
the out-flow of dollars, amounting to 
about $3,000,000,000 a year. We must 
maintain a fully effective military force 
wherever necessary and for as long as 
needed. While it is clear that we must 
exercise maximum prudence in our 
dollar outlays abroad, it has become clear 
that the present limitations on depend- 
ents was not the best way to accomplish 
this savings, and that this limitation was 


seriously hurting morale and recruite- | 


ment in the armed forces. 


“At the same time, the Secretary of | 


Defense has informed me that equivalent 
dollar savings could be made through 
other measures, including limitations on 
expenditures abroad by military person- 
nel for tourism and the purchase of 
durable consumer goods. Accordingly I 
have directed him to rescind the limita- 
tion on dependents and instead to put 
these measures into effect immediately. 
“T have also asked him to review the 
possibilities for savings in the logistic 
support of our forces, including the 
combined use of facilities with our allies. 
We shall also, where appropriate, urge 
the purchase of the newer weapons and 
weapons systems by those of our allies 
who are financially capable of doing so.

The Minuteman test program is being pur- 
sued under a different concept than that of 
previous ICBM's. The Minuteman is designed 
as a relatively simple and less costly ICBM 
which can be fired almost instantaneously. 
Its components are being developed con- 
currently and have been ground-tested con- 
currently. This factor coupled with the other 
characteristics mentioned above, offers a 
unique advantage in testing the Minuteman. 
The missile can be assembled and fired as a 
complete unit initially, without compromising 
the acquisition of essential test data. 

The simultaneous flight testing of all com- 
ponents both accelerates the development 
effort and reduces cost. It permits earlier ac 
quisition of test data peculiar to functioning 
of the complete missile. Thus any deficiency 
can be identified early in the test program. 

Some of the components can be adequately 
flight tested only in a ‘‘full stage’’ misslie. 
For example, the guidance and control pack- 
ages are integrated in Minuteman to control 
all three stages. 


DESCRIPTION 


Minuteman is a second generation intercon- 


tinental ballistic missile which reverses the 


historical trend toward progressively more 


complex and more costly weapons. It is being 
developed for hardened dispersed employment 


and will also be mobile on trains moving 
about the country. 
Minuteman will use solid propellants, 


whereas the Atlas and Titan both use liquid 


propellants. It is much smaller and lighter 


than the other two missiles and is compar- 


! 


atively low in cost and easy to maintain and 
operate. 

In operational deployment, the three-stage 
missile can be delivered by air, rail or truck. 
After delivery, it will be lowered into an 
underground bomb proof silo, checked out, 
tied into its communications and monitoring 
equipment and then the lid will be closed, 
with the missile ready to go upon a moment's 
notice. It requires very little supporting 
equipment and land for each installation. 
Once the silo door is closed, the requirement 
for security can be handled by roving patrols 
and by the automatic system in the control 
center. 

Minuteman is being designed to be able to 
remain in its silo for long periods of time 
without losing its alert status. In case the 
missile needs maintenance, it will be re- 
turned to a central maintenance facility and 
immediately be replaced in its silo by an- 
other operational missile. 

In March 1960 Malmstrom AFB, Great 
Falls, Montana, was announced as the first 
support base for underground dispersed 
Minuteman, with a wing of three squadrons 
to be deployed in the area. In January 1961 
Elisworth AFB, S. D., was announced as 
support base for the second wing of under- 
ground dispersed Minuteman units, also to 
consist of three squadrons. 

In November 1960 the 4062d Strategic Mis- 
sile Wing was announced as the first mobile 
Minuteman unit, located at Hill AFB, Ogden, 
Utah, which earlier had been selected as the 
site for the first Minuteman assembly and 
maintenance facility, to be operated by Boe- 
ing Airplane Company. 

Minuteman underwent considerable ground 
environmental testing prior to the test phase 
scheduled at Cape Canaveral, Florida. By 
May of last year a full scale model with a 
first stage engine had been tested successfuly 
from operational-type silo launchers eight 
times, and ten additional tests at Edwards 
AFB, Calif., were cancelled as being un- 
necessary. Also last summer a series of tests 
to study the use of railroad facilities for 
earrying mobile Minuteman missiles was con- 
ducted successfully by the Air Force in the 
Western United States. SAC ran the train 
tests in cooperation with a number of major 
U. S. railroads.

MATS SETS 1.45 SAFETY RECORD 


ITH aircraft flying to all parts of the globe, MATS smashed its own 
flying safety record in 1960 to set a new all-time low of 1.45 accidents 


MATS set two other new safety records in doing it, despite its most 
strenuous flying year since the 1948 Berlin Airlift. 

Six of its lu flying units had no flying accidents at all during the entire 
year, and the entire 934-plane MATS command had four accident-free months 
during the year (one month was the former record), 

Lt. Gen. Joe W. Kelly, MATS commander, said there were no passenger 
fatalities or injuries for the second consecutive year, and only 14 major 
flying accidents in the entire command. 

The record low rate of 1.45 accidents per 100.000 flying hours in 1960 
reduced the 1959 rate of 1.95 by more than 25 per cent. This is the eighth 
consecutive year MATS’ flying safety has improved. 

MATS 10 flying units totalled 965,777 hours in the air during 1960, Their 
aircraft include four types of big cargo and troop carrying planes, hurricane- 
helicopters, 
medical evacuation planes and three big jet aircraft, 

The six flying units which reported no accidents at all were: ARS (for 
the first time in its history), APCS, Air Forces Iceland, the 1254th (which flies 
the President and high government officials), the 1707th (which trains Air 
Force pilots and crews for MATS operations), and the 1405th Air Base Wing 


Col. Heston McDonnell, MATS chief of Flying Safety, said the 1960 record is 
especially remarkable because, “During 1960 MATS’ big cargo aircraft flew 
millons of miles not planned at the beginning. These included the massive 
mercy airlift to Chile after earthquakes killed and injured thousands, and 
the long, demanding airlift of troops and supplies to the Congo following

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are not likely to attempt it unless they can swing Vinson into their corner, It’s 
certain that Vinson will find strong support in the Congress for whatever posi- 
tion he takes. 


The Chief Executive already is indebted to the 77-year-old Georgian for his 
behind-the-scenes maneuvering during the recent House Rules Committee fight. 
Without Representative Vinson’s help, it is doubtful that Speaker Sam Rayburn 
could have won the battle to ward off the legislative logjam which threatened the 
President’s program. Speaker Rayburn won by only five votes—two of which 
were cast by Mr. Vinson and a Georgia colleague, Representatives John L. Pileher. 
Sixteen members of the Armed Services Committee, including three Republicans, 
also voted with the Speaker. It is interesting to note that two of these were 
Victor Wickersham (D-Okla) and Otis G. Pike (D-NY), both appointed to Vinson’s 
Committee the following day. 


Congressional efforts will grow to keep VAdm. H. G. Rickover on active duty 
beyond the normal statutory retirement age. Senator Kenneth Keating joined the 
move this week. He said “all possible steps should be taken” to retain Admiral 
Rickover, particularly in light of the stepped-up production of Polaris submarines 
which makes the Admiral’s services “more necessary than ever for our country’s 
strength.” 


Under Secretary of the Navy Paul B. Fay, jr., with refreshing candor, told 
the Senate Armed Services Committee his formula for success in business. The 
new Navy official—a WWII buddy of President Kennedy—explained that his only 
business experience has been in a family owned heavy construction firm, the Fay 
Improvement Co,, San Francisco. He created a chorus of laughter when he re- 
marked, “With the help of my father I have risen to the post of executive vice 
president of that firm, he being president.” Although he is a Republican, the 
Under Secretary was President Kennedy’s personal manager when the Chief Ex- 
ecutive ran for election to the House of Representatives in 1946 (“We shared a 
room together at the Bellevue Hotel, and that was my first introduction to 
politics”). In the recent Presidential campaign, Fay climbed back into the political 
arena to head the Citizens for Kennedy movement in San Francisco. The President 
is godfather to Fay’s youngest daughter, Sally Symington Fay (4%). The middle 
name is no coincidence. Fay is related by marriage to Senator Stuart Symington, 
former Secretary of the Air Force. The Fay’s (she was the former Anita Marcus) 
have two other children, Katherine Finn (13%) and Paul Burgess, III (11%). 


Senate unification stalwarts would be horrified if they read the fine print in 
a routine, bi-annual resolution they approved recently establishing the authority 
and funds for the work of the Senate Preparedness Subcommittee. The resolution 
authorizes the committee to investigate matters pertaining to the “War” and 
“Navy” departments. The War Department ceased to exist in 1947, but the lan- 
guage in the authorizing resolution has not yet been “unified.” 


Col. Kenneth E. BeLieu, USA-Ret., new Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
(Material), was greeted by a paean of praise when he was called before the Senate 
Armed Services Committee for confirmation hearings, Chairman Richard B. Russell 
(D-Ga) extending “an exceptionally warm and cordial welcome” to the nominee, 
told Colonel BeLieu he was gratified to learn that the Executive Branch “shares 
the same high opinion of your abilities” as the Legislative Branch. Following 
retirement in October 1955, Assistant Secretary BeLieu served for three years as 
a professional staff member of the Committee. Later (January 1959) he became 
Staff Director of the Senate Space Committee, and served in a like capacity on 
the Preparedness Subcommittee, both presided over by Senator (now Vice Presi- 
dent) Lyndon B. Johnson (D-Tex). 

At the confirmation hearings, each member of the Armed Services Committee, 
in turn, extolled the new Secretary's abilities and congratulated the Adminis- 
tration on obtaining his services. 


Senator John C. Stennis (D-Miss) characterized Secretary BeLieu as a “two 
o’clock in the morning mission man” and said he had been the “strong right arm” 
of the Armed Services Subcommittee on Military Construction. Senator Stennis 
said his one “objection” to Colonel BeLieu’s appointment was that Congress would 
lose his services. The former Army officer landed at Normandy during WWII, 
took part in the Battle of the Bulge and received numerous decorations including 
the Silver Star. In 1950, he volunteered for action in Korea and lost his left leg 
in the fighting there. Prior to his retirement, Colonel BeLieu served as Executive 
Officer to Secretary of the Army Frank Pace and Secretary Robert T. Stevens. 
He and Mrs. BeLieu (the former Margaret Katherine Waldhoff) have two sons, 
Kenneth F., jr., and Christopher Michael. 


Talon Ends Tests At Edwards Center 








Category II test on the Northrop 
T-38 supersonic Talon jet trainers have 
been completed at the Edwards AFB, 
Calif., Air Force Flight Test Center. 

Lt. Col. James C. Pedersen, T-38 Joint 
Test Force Director, said all test flights 
under Category II were made by ARDC 
pilots along with ATC pilots to evaluate 
the new jet trainer prior to its use by 
the Training Command. 

The first T-38 was brought to Edwards 
in April 1959 for the contractor’s Cate- 
gory I tests. Maj. Swart H. Nelson made 
the first Air Force T-38 flights two 
weeks later. After contractor demonstra- 
tions on the Talon were completed in 
March 1960, the aircraft were taken over 





by the T-38 Test Force for the Air Force 
phase of the flight testing. 

Lt. Col. Arthur W. Buck, as senior ATC 
representative, served as Deputy Direc- 
tor under Colonel Pedersen, Maj. Swart 
Nelson, who led the final formation 
flight, was Operations Officer. Mainten- 
ance was directed by Capt. Robert BE. 
Haney. 

Following completion of the Category 
Il tests at Edwards, which were com- 
pleted a full month ahead of schedule, the 
program will shift to Randolph AFB, 
Tex., where the planes will be tested in 
operational units, At the completion of 
this Category III phase, the Talon will 
become the basic Air Force pilot trainer. 
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United States Automobile Association 
Hits New Peak, 621,888 Policies In Force 


Col Charles E. Cheever, USA-Ret., 
President, has announced that the 
United Services Automobile Association 
of San Antonio, reached a new level of 
growth in 1960. 

Year end figures show there were 
391,787 members with 621,888 policies in 
force. Net premiums written for the 
year were $51.3 million, This compares 
with 368,102 members and 566,360 poli- 
cies in force at the end of 1959, when 
net premiums written during 1959 were 
$47 mililon. ;

AF Releases New Instrument Manual;

Air Force Manual 51-37, now in dis- 
tribution, is described by ATC as one of 
its finest accomplishments in the tech- 
nical manual field, 

“This new manual will be used 
throughout the Air Force as the pilots’ 
‘Bible’ on instrument flying techniques 
and procedures for all fixed-wing air- 
eraft,” ATC said. “It is to be used as 
basic text in all USAF Pilot Training 
Courses. Each qualifieqd Air Force pilot 
will be issued an individual copy for use 
as a reference text in maintaining his 
instrument flying proficiency.” 

The new manual consolidated AFM 
51-37 (October 1953), Instrument Flying 
Techniques and Procedures; AFM 51-38

drive here which, General Davidson says, 
may “equal a substantial percentage of 
the savings that would have been made 
by the original provision (Gold Dollar) 
provisions.”

The updated manual was reviewed for 
technical accuracy and adequacy of con- 
tent by a conference board comprised 
of conferees from major USAF com- 
mands. 

Another special feature of the new 
manual is presented in its fllustrations. 
Drawings of instruments are used in- 
stead of photographs to provide three- 
dimensional effect and to enable the 
manual reader to see the instruments in 
their relative size as viewed by the pilot 
in the cockpit. 

The composite drawings also enabled 
placement of indicators to give desired 
instrument readings for specific situa- 
tions illustrated. 

ATC pointed out that these techniques 
in the new manual “are new to flying 
training Mterature and operate to give 
the student a realistic cockpit perspec- 
tive of his problem.” 

Text of the new publication was writ- 
ten by the USAF Instrument Pilot In- 
structor School, an ATC unit; illustra- 
tions were prepared by the Office of the 
Adjutant, ATC headquarters.

Gold Dollar Need 
May Affect Autos 


HOUSANDS of man hours of emer- 

gency planning and family anxieties 
that cannot be tabulated came to an 
end when the Kennedy Administration 
decided last week to rescind the Eisen- 
hower Administration “Gold Dollar Wid- 
ow” directive. (THE JOURNAL, 4 Feb- 
ruary). 

Aside from restrictions on spending 
overseas—most of them to be volun- 
tary—the situation will return to what 
it was before 16 November, the date the 
sudden order was issued to restrict 
family travel abroad. 

This means that the Army must do 
another about-face in accordance with 
budget restrictions and orders. 

One week before 16 November, the 
Army had said it would be forced to 
stretch out the return travel of de- 
pendents from overseas because of a 
critical travel funds shortage. There 
would be no family return movements 
in June, the last month of the fiscal 
year. 

This was changed when the “Gold 
Dollar Widow” order was issued. Re- 
turn trips were to be accelerated. Now 
the original delay plan will be put into 
effect again.

Polaris Program—“We are accelerat- 
ing the procurement of Polaris sub- 
marines, and there will be a saving of 
approximately nine to 10 months in the 
dates, the operational dates, of several 
of these submarines.” 

“Gold Dollar Widows”—The Secretary 
noted that President Kennedy had an- 
nounced plans to lift restrictions on 
family travel and added: “Dependents 
will remain with the military and civil- 
jan personnel as they have in the past, 
will travel with them in the future as 
they have in the past. 

“We will achieve the same dollar 
savings by other actions,” said Secretary 
McNamara, commenting that it will re- 
quire a reduction in spending of $80 per 
individual per year to do this. 
Assistant Secretaries—‘“I have decided 
to leave open or, in a sense to elimi- 
nate, the positions of two Assistant Sec- 
retaries of Defense .. . to streamline 
the organization and increase our ad- 
ministrative efficiency.”

The Assistant Secretary (Health and 
Medical) will be abolished and its func- 
tions placed under the Assistant Sec- 
retary, Manpower (formerly the Assist- 
ant Secretary, Manpower, Personnel, 
and Reserve).

otherwise; (c) that when I say that 
they are expected to support it pub- 
lily, I do not mean that they should 
hot express their opinions, particularly 
their disagreements, relating to policies, 
if queried by appropriate agencies of 
Congress; (d) there are additional pro- 
Visions provided for in the Reorganiza- 
tion Act which permit the service sec- 
tetaries, the three service secretaries, 
and the Joint Chiefs, to report to ap- 
propriate Congressional agencies their 
disagreement with specific policies of 
the Defense Department if, in their 
Minion, those policies do not permit 
them to carry out their responsibilities.

las President Urges Government 


To Develop National Aviation Policy 


President Donald W. Douglas, jr. of 
The Douglas Aircraft Company has 
called for development of a National 
Aviation Policy. 

Speaking last week before the New 
York Society of Security Analysts, Mr. 
Douglas suggested that consideration be 
given to providing aviation with the 
type of supporting legislation accorded 
the Maritime Industry by the Merchant 
Marine Act of 1936. 

He gave an example: “The Govern- 
ment might share the cost of developing 
an adequate Air Cargo system for this 
nation, obtaining at the same time as- 
surance that such a system would be 
available for military purposes in a 
national emergency. We have been do- 
ing this in the case of shipping for 
more than a generation.” 

Teo insure national leadership in Aero- 
space, Mr. Douglas urged consideration 
of Federal Tax Policies which would 
eneourage basic and applied research 
by private industry and further sug- 
gested that new depreciation policies be 
developed for the Aerospace Industry 
to relieve the financial strains brought 
about “When a Dynamic Technology 
imposes facility obsolescence problems 
of unique severity.” 

Expressing belief that the design and 
production of a supersonic transport 
was “technically feasible,” Mr. Douglas 
said that development costs would prob- 
ably be beyond the financial capabilities 
of any single company. He predicted 
that manufacture of such an airplane 
would entail a joint effort by the gov- 
ernment and several aircraft manufac- 
turers, 

Turning from the national scene to 
the position of his own company, as 
stated in the company’s 1960 annual 
report, Douglas cited a message to the 
stockholders, signed jointly by himself 
and his father, Board Chairman Donald 
W. Douglas, The message expressed be- 
lief that “a trying phase of the Com- 
pany’s history is behind us” and that 
“A moderately successful year is ahead.” 

The report showed sales totaling 
$1,174 million, second highest volume in 
the Company’s history, for its fiscal year 
ending 30 November, 1960. 

Total backlog at the end of the fiscal 
year was $1,030 million, as against $1,317 
million on 30 November, 1959. Of the 
1960 backlog, government orders 
amounted to $747 million, up from $569 
million at the end of 1959. Missiles and 





“BIMBO” TESTED 

A new member of the solid 
recket motor family, known as 
“Bimbo,” has been test fired for 
the Air Force Flight Test Center 
by Aerojet General at the com- 
pany’s Sacramento, Calif., facility. 

Fired in a hold-down condition, 
the 20-ton experimental motor 
produced over 350,000 pounds of 
thrust. 

This test is a preliminary ex- 
ploration into the technique of us- 
ing so-called “segmented grains” 
—actually pieces of solid 
propellant. This feasibility dem- 
onstration is a step in the develi- 
opment of a rocket that could be 
transported from factory to launch 
site.

A new lightweight nuclear generator 
which converts heat directly into elec- 
trical power is undergoing performance 
testing at ARDC’s Air Force Special 
Weapons Center in Albuquerque, N. M. 

The portable nuclear auxiliary power 
device, which weighs less than 4 
pounds, was designed and constructed 
by the Westinghouse New Products 
Laboratory in Pittsburgh, Pa. 

It was developed under Air Force 
contract to provide a reliable and long- 
life power source for facilities such as 
small unmanned surface radio beacons 
and weather stations. 

The generator produces’ approxi- 
mately 150 watts of electrical power and 
was designed for one year of continuous 
unattended operation. 

It is designed to use radioactive 
isotopes, such as Curium 242 as its heat 
source. 











Sperry Gets Go-Ahead F or Antenna Work 


Sperry Utah Engineering Laboratory 
has been authorized by the Army to pro- 
ceed with a $463,000 contract modifica- 
tion for improvement of a radar track- 
ing-plotting system. 

Sperry officials said installation of the 
new antenna on the MPQ-29, currently 
being used by the Army for tracking 
and eourse plotting of radio-controlled 
drones in surveillance operations, will 
increase the number of applications for 
this equipment. 

Heart of the MPQ-29 is a modernized 
version of the radar tracker used as the 
gun-directing device of the Sperry-built 
Skysweeper, well-known antiaircraft 
weapon. J 

This radar continually tracks a given 
drone, obtaining information concerning 
the location of the drone at all times. 
This information is automatically plot- 
ted on standard military maps by a pen- 
servo mechanism, providing a continu- 
ous trace of the radio-controlled drone’s 
path. 

Work on the MPQ-29 was begun by 
Sperry Utah in June 1958. To date some 
57 have been delivered to the Army, 
which spent approximately $5 million 
for the development and  produc- 
tion of this radar tracking-plotting sys- 





tem. Installation of the new antennas 
on the units now being used by the 
Army will be accomplished by Sperry 
field representatives.

For Navy And AF; Regulus II Conversion 


Chance Vought, Dallas, has received 
a $3.2 million contract to produce addi- 
tional KD2U-1 supersonic drones for the 
Navy and Air Force, continuing the con- 
version of Regulus II-type missiles begun 
more than a year ago. 

Vice President-General Manager W. P. 
Thayer of the Aeronautics Division said 
the new Navy contract will provide addi- 
tional KD2U-1s for use in the Chance 
Vought Range Systems division’s Florida 
operations in providing targets for 
Bomarc missiles. Under the contract, the 
Air Force will acquire its drones from 
the Navy. 

The division has a limited production 
program in operation to turn out the 
KD2U-1s for the Navy and Air Force. 

KD2U-1 target drones are being de- 
livered for use in the Bomarc test pro- 
gram at Eglin AFB. The Navy uses the 
KD2U-1 drone for testing Sidewinder, 
Sparrow and Terrier missiles at the Navy 
Air Missile Test Center, Pt. Mugu, Calif. 

The 57-foot targets are equipped with 
landing gear and are recovered after a 
mission and reused, with consequent 
savings to the taxpayer. The new con- 
tract calls for Chance Vought to convert 
tactical versions of the Regulus II into 
KD2U-1 target drones by installing the 
landing gear and making other internal 
changes. In addition, it will complete the 
last two flight test versions of Regulus 
Fr. 

The original design philosophy of the 
Regulus II envisioned the design and 
manufacture of a recoverable version ex- 
ternally identical to the tactical missile. 
The two versions were designed to be 
manufactured in the same tooling and 
production line with a large percentage 
of identical or interchangeable com- 
ponents. 

Approximately half of the 8,000 parts 
which go into a tactical missile are re- 
useable when it is converted into a 
target, In excess of 95% of a flight test

Assessing the status of such forces, 
General Eddleman concluded that “we 
have land, sea and air forces in being 
which can be employed in general 
thermonuclear war or in situations of 
lesser intensity. They need to be 
strengthened, modernized and given a 
better capability to engage in combat 
under conventional as well as nuclear 
conditions. Their strategic and tactical 
mobility needs early improvement.” 

Against the background of current 
studies at the Pentagon involving the 
deployment of U. S. forces around the 
world, General Eddleman stressed the 
role of the Army overseas. 

He said that Army forces abroad “are 
ready for any mission, from continental 
land warfare to jungle and desert op- 
erations, and for such special tasks as 
amphibious or airborne operations.” 

General Eddleman made a strong point 
of stating that the “forward deployed” 
Army forces “are prepared to partici- 
pate in warfare of any scale, from small 
limited wars to general nuclear war. 
Their task in general nuclear war would 
be especially vital since they would be 
required, at the very outset of such a 
war, to hold critical areas overseas in 
the face of enemy attack. 

“During this early phase of a general 
nuclear war,” said General Eddleman, 
“our forces and Allied forces might well 
be outnumbered, This is all the more 
reason for us to deploy forces overseas 
which are strong enough to withstand 
the enemy until reinforced.” 


The third essential for a strong mili- 
tary posture was described by General 
Eddleman as “strategic air and sea lift 
to protect our military strength abroad, 
together with means to protect air and 
sea lines from enemy attack.” 

He said that “measures are already 
being taken to achieve improved airlift 
for all the Armed Services, but more ef- 
fort will have to be devoted to this task 
before a reasonable capability is 
achieved.”
